Child's I' :o to Form Nose.

East Lieth street, lost her nose after an 
illness. 
Three * Fort Wayne surgeons, 


Dr. H. 0. Brueggeman, Dr. K. K. Wheel- 
ock and Dr. E. M. Van Buskirk, are per- 
forming the difficult operation at. St.. 
Joseph's hospital of grafting a rib"to 
the child's face to form the nose:-X The 
operation is very rare, having never 
been attempted in this country. 


The child is in fairly good condition 


at present, but it "will be impossible.to 
ascertain the success of the operation 
for about a month. 


The method used in grafting is as 


follows: 
The floating rib was taken 


from the child's body and grafted just 
beneath the skin on the right arm. 
The rib will be allowed to remain in 
the arm for about three weeks to al- 
low the flesh to wend its way around 
the bone. At. the end of .that time the 
arm will be raised to the part of the 
face where.the nose should be and will 
be strapped in that position for two or 


, three weeks. When .the skin is grafted 


from the arm to the face ,the rib will 
be severed in such a way that it will 
remain on the face in the position'of 
the nose.

Wage Advance for 30,000 is 


Under Compromise 


Decision. 


THE BOARD'S BEPORT 


Washington. Nov. 25.—Partial victory 


is won by 3Q.OOO engineers on fifty-two 
eastern railroads in the decision of the 
arbitration board _ which has adjusted 
th« wage dispute between the roads and 
the engineers. 
The finding is a com- 


promise, in which both railroads and en- 
gineers are- compelled to make conces- 
•sinns. 


In its decision, however, the board 


holds that the 
public, which had no 


voice in the controversy and no choice 
but to abide by the decision, had more 
at stake than engineers or railroads; 
and the report emphasizes the neces- 
city of plans to safeguard the public 
against.the possibility of a future strike 
whose consequences it depicts in sombre 
vein. 
' 


"It would be difficult to exagetate 


the seriousness of such a calamity," 
reads-the report. "It is safe to say that 
the large ^cities of the east would find 
their supplies of many articles of food 
exhausted within a week. 
Of so im- 


portant a commodity as milk they would 
have no more than a^day's- supply. 
If 


n strike of this character lasted for only 
n single week the suffering .would be 
beyond our powers of description. The 
interests of the 
public so far exceed 


those of the parties to a controversy as 
to render the former paramount. 
To 


this paramount interest both the rail- 
road operators and the employes should 
submit." 


Commissions Urged. 
' 


To place such a strike beyond the 


realms of probability the board advo- 
cates the creation of federal and state 
wage commissions. These commissions, 
tho hoard suggests, should be vested 
with practically the same powers over 
organized' labor as public utilities com- 
missions now exercise over quasi-public 
corporations. 


"It is the belief of the board." con- 


tinues -ftc decision, "that as the last 
analysis the only solution is to qualify 
the principle of free contract in the 
railroad service." 


From this suggestion P. H. Morrissey, 


the representative of the engineers on 
the board, dissents. 


While the award increases wages on 


som erailroado and for some classes of 
service, it holds that a general increase 
on all roads is not warranted.

award dates back to May 1 last and 
will hold for one year from that date.

In determining the basis of a fair 


wage, the board "took the point of view 
that the existing facts _ regarding the 
relation of wages of engineers to those 
of other classes of employes in • the 
•rain service in the eastern 
district 


and in other parts 
of

country 


should be the guiding principle. 
The 


board's discussion of facts in this con- 
nection led it to the conclusion that a 
general increase of wages on all road* 
was not.warranted upon the basis of the 
evidence presented. . 


It was concluded by the board,, how- 


ever, that on, fome roads and for cer- 
tain' classes "of" service, the, compensa- 
tion was too small; and therefore the 
board introduced into the award the 
principle of a minimum wage for the 
entire district in question. 


The board states as its belief that 


the engineers should be granted a fair 
compensation.- It further states it to 
be probable that the great majority 
of the railroads in the. district con- 
sidered are able to pay a fair compen- 
sation.

ted States, can no longer be considered 
as a matter which primarily affects the 
railroad operators and employes. While 
it does affect them seriously the public 
is far more deeply interested: indeed 
the interests of the public so far exceed 
those of the parties to the controversy, 
says the report, as to render them para- 
mount. It is therefore imperative that 
some other way be found to settle dif- 
ferences between railroads and their 
employes than hy strike, the report 
says. In this connection the gains Pe- 
cured through the Erdman'act and ths 
Canadian industrial disputes act are dis- 
cussed, and while these act? are found 
to have merits they sre held by the 
board to be inadequate to meee the sit- 
uation. 


Disparity of Status. 


In many respects the railroads are 


subject to the interstate commerce com 
mission and various state commissions. 
The same is not true of the employes of 
the railroads, the board says. This dis- 
parity of status suggests the creation 
of fedwl and state wage conrmissiorif 
vhirh shall exercise functions regarding 


abor engaged in work upon public util- 
ties analogous to those exercised witb 
regard to capital by the public service 
commission already in existence.

Hoff- 
man would like very much to gain pos- 
session of the flag for this reason, and 
wants to know if he is entitled to it. 


Mr. EHyson does not thing Hoffman 


is entitled to the flag in tho circum- 
stances, his idea being to ascertain the 
survivors of the Bedford Dragoons and 
return the flag to them. If no survivors 
exist EUyson thinks possibly the state 
of New Jersey might be willing to re- 
store the flag to the son of the man 
who made the banner. He will get into 
communication with the Bedford au- 
thorities at once for the purpose of as- 
certaining if there are any'survivors of 
the company that bore the'flag in-the 
war.

Trace Stonewall Jackson's Flag. 


On his recent trip to Trenton Lieuten- 


ant Governor Ellyson was shown three 
battle flags in the possession of the 
state of New Jersey by his friend, Ad- 
jutant General Sadler, of that state, 
which are believed to hare been carried 
in the war by Virginia troops, and re- 
quested the lieutenant governor. to in- 
terest himself in the labor of love of 
returning them to the survivors if they 
can be located. The most important of 
these flags is a big silken banner which 
there is reason to believe was the head- 
quarters flag of General Stonewall Jack- 
son. 


Lieutenant Governor Ellyson is in re- 


:eipt of a letter from Fred A. Olds of 
Kaleigh, N. C.. director of the North 
Carolina Hall of History, and one of 
the best informed men in the south on 
conferedate history, which throws some 
light on the matter, and lends color to 
the belief that the banner is the price- 
less relic Lieutenant Governor Ellyson 
hopes it is. 


Mr. Ellyson is now bending his efforts 


to identify the flag, if possible, as the 
one which floated over General Jack- 
son's headquarters, and expects to be 
able to accomplish this through two or 
three of General Jackson's personal staff 
who are yet living. 


When the identification of the banner 


is complete it will be restored to Rich- 
mond .confederate historical authorities 
by the state of New Jersey, and elabo- 
rate ceremonies will be arranged to mark 
the occasion.

Supreem Court Makes Ruling in Road 


Improvement Procedure. 


Indianapolis, 
Nov. 25.^-Where the 


board of county commissioners grants a 
petition, for .the improvement of a high-' 
way- by making it a free gravel road, 
the objectors to the improvement can 
not appeal to the circuit court until the 
commissioners .have entered their final 
judgment in the.proceedings by appoint- 
ing an engineer 'and viewers, according 
to the decision of the supreme court.
